July must lie made before June I. The 
State has provided $185,000 for the 
ransportation of the veterans, and 
the war record of each applicant must 
ie established to secure the necessary 
papers. 
Under the terms of the legislative 
bill recently approved, the transpor­ 
tation will be furnished to all honor­ 
ably discharged veterans of Pennsyl­ 
vania; Civil War organizations who 
ire now living in this State; those 
Pennsylvania veterans who are now 
living in other States, who will lie 
given transportation from the State 
line to Gettysburg and return to the
